Arriving in Brainerd Friday night, 
officers of the Disabled Veterans of the 
World War were made to feel at home 
as soon as their feet touched Brain­ 
erd soil. 
They were escorted to the Hansford 
hotel where rooms had been engaged 
for them.

The Chamber of Commerce looked 
after their comfort at the Hanston! 
hotel and provided the automobiles to 
make the trip to the proposed sum­ 
mer camp site at Gull lake. 
Cars 
were furnished by William V. Turcot- 
te, O. A. Peterson, Charles W. Hoff­ 
man, John F. Woodhead 
and 
Judge 
Walter F. Wieland. 
The official party motored to Gull 
lake at 9:30 o’clock this morning and 
will examine the location thoroughly. 
Brainerd has made such a fine com­ 
bination in the shape of site, beach, 
fishing, bathing facilities, plus good 
roads and its central location that it 
was not afraid to show the men right 
in the dead winter what advantages 
would accrue to them if they decided 
to make Brainerd the summer camp. 
In an interview' given the Dispatch, 
Commander O’Boyle, said the summer 
camp would have an attendance of 
from 2500 to 3000 men, not counting 
families. 
They contemplated a tem-’ 
porary camp, but if the arrangements 
made were satisfactory it would lie 
made a permanent camp. 
The first camp was held last year 
at Big Island, Minnetonka, and was 
provided by Minneapolis Chapter. 
It 
embraced 14 acres, and was tilled to 
capacity from the middle of July to 
about September 15. 
Each man had 
his own tent. 
They had a half mile 
lake front, two bathing beaches of 
medium size.

Brainerd’s site offers

and

sport. 
The fishing is unexecelled and

PAY SOLDIER BONUS 


WIRE MESSAGES BEING RECEIVED 
DEMANDING PAYMENT RE MADE 
FROM SAVINGS ON ARMS 
REDUCTION

Washington, Feb. l l —Congress faced 
a strong demand today that the sav 
ings 
from 
the 
arms 
conference 
amounting to $200,000,000 a year from 
the naval holiday resulting, and that 
other reductions in army and navy 
personnel, be diverted to paying the 
bon us of the soldiers. 
Hundreds of telegrams were receiv­ 
ed today protesting against taxes pro­ 
posed to be raised to meet the bonus 
payments. 
The house xayuinittee on 
ways and means has a session today 
on these special taxes. 
It will prob­ 
ably be approved late today by the 
senate committee. 
The bill provides these taxes:, 
* 
Que cen t‘a gallon on gqsolfne des­ 
tined to raise $70,000,000: > 
Twenty-five cents a horsepower on 
automobiles, expected to raise $50,- 
000,000. 
Fifty cents per thousand on cigar­ 
ets, expected to raise $25,000,000. 
Two cents a pound on chewing and 
smoking tobacco, to raise $5,000,000. 
A double tax or 20 per cent on the­ 
atre admissions over 25 cents, to yield 
$60,000,000. 
One cent on post packages costing 
25 cents or more. 
Tax on undivided profits of corpor­ 
ations. 
Five cents on every $10 on real es- 
ate transfers. 
One-half of one per cent on capital 
tock. 
The latter three Items are expected 
o yield $64,000,000. 
The estimated returns from the en- 
ire special tax levy is expected to be 
$316,000,000.

Appearing in person before the sen­ 
ate the president declared that the 
new agreement "would serve to put an 
end to contradictions, to remove am­ 
biguities and establish 
d e a r 
under­ 
standings.” 
.Seven treaties were submitted by 
tile president. 
The first was the five- 
power naval armament treaty; sec­ 
ond, the submarine and poison gas 
treaty; third, the four-power Pacific 
treaty; fourth and fifth, were supple­ 
mental treaties to the four-power pact, 
and the other related respectively to 
the general Far Eastern situation and 
to the Chinese traffic.

ing, “which commits the United States 
or any other power to nny kind of an 
alliance
